On January 13, 1971, a source reported the United 
Farm Workers (UFW) have scheduled a demonstration at Fort 
Lewis, Washington, on January 14, 1971. Interested persons 
were to meet at the Lucky Food Store in Southcenter, the 
University YMCA near the University of Washington, both 
Seattle, or at Tacoma, Washington, and proceed to Fort Lewis. 

The source said the demonstration is a continuation 
of a program to protest the sale or use of lettuce picked by 
persons other than members of the UFW. The UFW has been 
attempting to organize farm laborers and to get a better wage 
for them. No violence in connection with the demonstration 
was proposed and no violence had been experienced in previous 
demonstrations against various food store chains in the recent 
past. 

On January 15, 1971, the "Seattle Post-Intelligencer," 
a daily newspaper published at Seattle, Washington, reported 
approximately 60 members of the UFW were turned back by military 
police at Fort Lewis when they attempted to demonstrate against 
"scab lettuce" on that Army base the previous day. The article 
indicated the demonstrators arrived at the main gate of Fort 
Lewis in automobiles displaying signs condemning Army use of 
lettuce picked by non-union labor. - 



Spokesmen of • the group said they wanted to see 
Major General WILLARD PEARSON, Commanding General, or the 
base purchasing officer to protest against the use of "scab 
lettuce."

Gate sentries told them they would not be admitted 
to the base and asked them to leave. About 30 left but 
those who did not leave were given letters of expulsion. The 
article indicated that if the expulsion letters were not 
obeyed, offenders could be arrested and charged before a 
U. S. Magistrate. 

On January 15, 1971, the 115th Military Intelligence 
Group at Fort Lewis reported 30 individuals who had refused 
to leave the main gate area at Fort Lewis were taken into 
custody, escorted to the military police station, and 26 
were issued letters of expulsion. One individual, FRANCIS 
STONeNiQODROW , who had been given a letter of expulsion on 
June 14/V1970 for disrupting a service in the Fort Lewis main 
chapel, was confined in the Tacoma City Jail on January 14, 
1971 pending appearance before a U. S. Commissioner on a charge 
Oft res passing. Three individuals, LEE C. HARSHBERGER, CHRIS

Two persons weVe arrested in the Overseas Replacement 
Station area at Fort Lewis on a charge of unauthorized 
distribution of dissident literature. Both persons were 
given letters of expulsion. Each had about 250 copies of 
a leaflet captioned "Military Largest Buyer of Scab Lettuce." 
The organizations who had distributed the leaflets according 
to printing on them were the UFW and the GI-Airman-Seaman 
Coalition, a group which had been trying to create dissension 
among the military forces in the area.

"The New York Times" city edition, Tuesday, 
April 20, 1965, page 27, reported that a new party of 
■revolutionary socialism" was formally founded on April 18, 
1965, under the name of the Progressive Labor Party (PLP) 
which had been known as the Progressive Labor Movement. 

According to the article, "The Progressive Labor 
Movement was founded in 1962 by Milton Rosen and Mortiner 
Scheer after they were expelled from the Communist Party of 
the United States for assertedly following the Chinese 

Communist line." 

A source advised on June 3, 1968, that the PLP 
held its Second National Convention in New York City, 
May 31 to June 2, 196 0, at which time the PLP reasserted 
its objective of the establishment of a militant working 
class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. 

The source also advised that at the Second National 
Convention Milton Rosen was unanimously reelected National 
Chairman of the PLP and Levi Laub, Fred Jerome, Jared Israel, 
William Epton, Jacob Rosen, Jeffrey Gordon, and Walter Linder 
were elected as the National Committee to lead the PLP until 
the next convention. 

The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor," a bimonthly 
magazine, and "Challenge-Desaf io, " a monthly newspaper. 

Source advised on May 25, 1970, that the PLP 
utilizes an address of General Post Office Box 808, Brooklyn, 
New York, and also utilizes an office in Room 617, 1 Union 
Square West, New York, New York

REVOLUTIONARY YOUTH MOVEMENT 

A source advised that the Revolutionary Youth 
Movement II (RYMII) faction of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held a national conference at Atlanta, Georgia, 
from November 26 to 30/ 1969. At this conference it was 
decided to form a new organization to be known as Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM) , characterized as a mass anti-imperialist 
youth organization, said organization being proposed as 
separate and distinct in form and content from SDS, The 
"Principles of Unity" adopted by the conference included a 
struggle against white supremacy and male supremacy; fights 
against imperialism, anticommunism, fascism and oppression 
of youth; and support of the right of self-determination of 
all "oppressed nations," also support of the right of all 
"oppressed and exploited" peonies "to armed self-defense." 
It was agreed that RYM would not be a Marxist-Leninist 
organization; however, source said this was decided in order 
to indicate a.n organization broad enough in form to be 
acceptable to everyone. A temporary National Steering 
Committee (NSC) made up of eight females and two males was 
elected to govern RYM until national officers could be 
elected, during the Spring of 1970. 

RYM publications have listed the RYM National Office 
(NO) at Post Office Box 5421 and Post Office Box 77012 C, 

both Atlanta, Georgia, and a second source has advised that 
the NO has no office snace but would probably be considered as 
located at Apartment 27, 1067 Alta Avenue N.E., Atlanta. 

Second source advised that women dominated the 
founding conference and have continued to dominate NSC 
meetings to the point that "women's liberation" has apparently 
become the RYM's principal issue - also that RYM's poor 
financial condition has resulted in its failure to publish 
a paper. During early 1970, RYM has decided to cater to 
the working class rather than youth, since the potential for 
social revolution lies in workers. 

A third source has stated that it was decided at 
the March, 1970, NSC meeting that RYM women had decided the 
organization will be molded into a "working class, Marxist- 
Leninist, revolutionary, anti-imperialist, problack 
nationalist, people's women's liberation organization."

SEATTLE LIBERATION, FRONT 

On February 25, 1970, a first source reported that 
the Seattle Liberation Front (SLF) held an organizational 
meeting in the Student Union Building, University of Washington 
(UW) , at Seattle, Washington, on January 23, 1970. This 
meeting was called by UW Visiting Assistant Professor of 
Philosophy, MICHAEL PHILIP LERNER. At this meeting,' a 
fourteen point platform to provide basic guidelines and set 
objectives for the newly organized SLF was introduced by 
LERNER and accepted by those present. 

The platform calls for creation of a revolutionary 
culture everywhere, turning schools into training grounds for . 
liberation, destruction of the University unless it serves the 
people, struggle against American imperialism, full liberation 
for women, protection and expansion of drug culture, defense 
against law and order, and creation of machinery for a "People's 
Government" . 

A second source advised on March 31, 1970, that the 
SLF consists of approximately fourteen collectives, each made 
up of fifteen to thirty members who may or may not reside in 
communal fashion. The SLF leadership makes up the "Sundance 
Collective" located at 2815 Northeast 105th, Seattle, Washington. 
The leadership consists primarily of CHARLES CLARK "CHIP" 
MARSHALL, III and JOSEPH HUGH KELLY, form-r Students for a 
Democratic Society (SDS) Regional Travelers from Cornell 
University, Ithaca, New York; JEFFREY ALAN DOWD and MICHAEL 
VICTOR ABELES, former SDS members at Cornell University. 

A third source advised on April 15, 1970, that the 
SLF is primarily a non-student organization consisting of 
"street people" and "drop outs" from society. The SLF conducts 
meetings on the UW campus through the sponsorship of a recognized 
student organization, the Radical Speakers Platform (RSP) , to 
which Professor LERNER. is faculty advisor.

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 

Students for a Democratic Society, commonly 
knov;n as SDS, came into existence at a founding convention 
held during June 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. From an 
initial posture of "participatory democracy," Marxist- 
Leninist ideology of various shadings became predominant 
during 1968-1909 with debate centering on how best to create 
a revolutionary youth movement, SDS moved from involvement 
In the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnara war position 
to advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist line linking up 
the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America 
with the black liberation movement in the United States. 
All major factions within SDS embrace Marxism-Leninism 
and identify internationally with China, Cuba and North Vietnam 
as countries leading the worldwide struggles against the 
United States. However, the Soviet Union was regarded as . 
imperialist and with the Communist Party, ^ United States of 

America, "revisionist" in nature. 
• ■!» 

SDS operated under a national constitution which 
called for an annual National Convention (NC) and quarterly 
National Council meetings wherein programs were initiated 
and debated. Three national officers were elected annually 
with a National Interim Committee to run the organization. 
Regional offices and college chapters elected delegates to 
the national meetings but each functioned independently on 
local matters. Its official publication "Fire' (formerly 
"New Left Notes") last appeared in December 1969. 

Internal factionalism of serious proportions 
developed during 1968 - 1969 an ^ the following three factions 
evolved as a result of a split at the June 1969, EC: 
Weatherman, Worker Student Alliance (WSA), and Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM). The effect "of the .split on SDS chapters 
throughout the country was divisive. Some aligned ."with.:: One ., 
or the other of the three major factions. Others, unable to 
identify with any faction, disassociated with SDS completely 
and changed names . 

The SDS national office in recent years was 
located at 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. It 
was closed in February 1970. 

The Weatherman and RYM groups no longer consider 
themselves associated with SDS, and the WSA group refers to 
itself as the true SDS. 

APPENDIX 
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WEATHERMAN 

Initially called the "Action Faction," Weatherman 
came into being immediately before the June, 1969, Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) National Convention (NC) ♦ 
At this NC Weatherman won all three national officer positions 
and a majority of the National Interim Committee as well. 
Subsequently, they took over the SDS National Office (NO) 
in Chicago, and controlled its funds, paoer and national 
records. Althouah internal struggle existed until late 1969, 
Weatherman for all major purposes controlled SDS nationally 
from June, 1969, until its NO closed in February, 1970. At 
this time it no longer considered itself part of SDS. 

The term Weatherman emerged from an ideological 
paper prepared by its leaders entitled "You Don't Need a 
Weatherman to Know Which Way the Wind Blows" ("New Left 
Notes" June 18, 1969). This statement outlined the basic 
stance of Weatherman: Marxist- Leninist in content but with 
strong advocacy that action not theory would bring about 
revolution in the United States. This posture was complemented 
with an international identification to the Cuban revolution 
and Castro's statement that the duty of a revolutionary is to 
make revolution. 

During October, 1969, Weatherman riots in 
Chicago resulted in more than 260 arrests for mob action 
and related charges. A program of armed struqgle was 
finalized durinq a December, 1969, "War Council" wherein 
terrorist tactics and political assassination were 
contemplated. The basic strength of Weatherman was then 
revealed to be some 300 - 350 nationally and qeoqranhically 
apportioned to the Midwest, New York, and some Northwest. 

As its rhetoric of violence escalated. Weatherman 
leaders increasinqly discussed the necessity of an underground 
operation wherein more than 90 per cent of the organization 
would be submerqed; "affinity groups" of three - five members 
would function independently. In February, 1970, Weatherman 
leaders announced a nrogram of "strategic sabotage" with 
police and military installations as primary targets. 

In February, 1970, Weatherman abandoned the SDS 
NO, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicaqo, Illinois, and 
throughout the country entered an underground status, 
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WORKER STUDENT ALLIANCE/PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY 



A source advised during August, 1969, that at 
the National Convention (NC) of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held in Chicago, Illinois, during June, 1969, 
a split arose between the Progressive Labor Party (PLP) and 
the National Office (NO), the NO becoming known as the 
Weatherman faction. The PLP faction drew the largest 
support among those in attendance at the NC. 

Source further advised that during late Summer, 
1969, the PLP faction of SDS established its National 
Headquarters (NH) on the second floor of a loft-type 
building at 173A Massachusetts AvenUe, Boston, Massachusetts. 
The campaign on which the PLP faction centered was to build 
a worker student alliance or a campus worker student alliance. 
Thus, they adopted the names of Worker Student Alliance (WSA) 
or Campus Worker Student Alliance. 

Source stated that the "New Left Notes," printed 
in Now York City, is the official publication of the WSA 
faction. 

A second source advised during January, 1970, 
that within the SDS, the WSA is a caucus Of which the PLP 
constitutes the leadership. 

A third source advised during July, 1970, that 
during demonstrations staged in the Boston area during the 
Spring and Summer of 1970 by the NH, the main theme of 
previous demonstrations staged by the NH shifted from 
protestations of the Vietnam War and other United States 
foreign policy matters to attacking domestic issues such 
as racism and unemployment and demonstrating support of 
the "workers' struggle." 
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"YOUNG SOCIALIST" 

The "Young Socialist" is a magazine published 
monthly, except during the summer, by the Young Socialist 
Alliance. The October, 1964, edition, the initial edition 
utilizing the magazine format, relates that this magazine 
succeeds the "Young Socialist" newspaper in an effort to 
provide "more facts on more general issues than a small 
newspaper can." 

The "Young Socialist" newspaper was formerly 
described as the official organ of the Young Socialist 
Alliance (YSA) . 

The "Young Socialist" maintains office space 
at the headquarters of the YSA, Room 532-536, 41 Union 
Square West, New York City, and has a mailing address 
of Post Office Box 471, Cooper Station, New York, New York 
10003.

A source advised on May 14, 1970 that the Young 
Socialist Alliance (YSA) maintains its national headquarters 
at 41 Union Square West, New York, New York, and has as its 
official publication "The Young Socialist Organizer" (YSO) . 
The YSA is the youth organization of the Socialist Workers 
Party (SVip) and serves as the main source of recruitment 
into the SWP. 

According to the masthead of the "YSO" dated 
April 29, 1970, the YSA is described as "A multi-national 
revolutionary socialist youth organization."

Arizona House Bill 2134 deals with farm workers and 

management with one portion that would allow a temporary 

injunction for ten days against any strikes of farm 

laborers engaged in harvesting. The UFW are opposed to 

this bill and have urged many local organizations to 

oppose this bill. A large-scale letter writing campaign 

was initiated by UFW. Gustavo<Gutierrez is known to be in 

contact with Cesar Chavez of the California UFW and it is 

believed Gutierrez gets guidance from Chavez. 

Source Two on April 6, 1972, advised House Bill 
2134 came to vote on April 4, 1972. Prior to the vote, 
the gallery composed mainly of Chicano farm workers, became 
noisy. At this time, the House Sergeant of Arms asked 
the gallery to leave and they did so without incident. 
The UFW held a peaceful vigil on Capitol grounds while 
this bill was being considered.

County Courthouse in El Centro, California, for a two hour 
demonstration protesting the incarceration of Cesar Chavez, 
the UFWOC leader, in Salinas, California. 

An article appearing in the December 12, 1970, 
edition of the "Imperial Valley Press", El Centro, California, 
captioned, "Former Chavez Supporter Links Brown Movement to 
Communism," reflected that Me Ichor O'Campo, who said he once 
supported Cesar Chavez, told r group of about 70 people at

'Broun Movement is part of a communist plot to take over the 
U.S. Food Supply."

On March 16, 1972, Special Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation observed an estimated 200 members 
of the UFWOC picket the Republican National Convention 
headquarters at the Royal Inn on Harbor Drive, San Diego, 
California, as a result of an injunction against the UFWOC 
by the National Labor Relations Board. 

At approximately 11:00 A.M, on March 16, 1972, 
several members of the SDCC joined the UFWOC picket which 
began at 9:00 A.M., and ended at 5:00 P.M. SDCC members 
had agreed at a recent meeting of the Coordinating Body 
Committee that they would support and recognize the UFWOC 
and any demonstrations, rallies or picket lines they 
conducted.

The above-captioned name, address and telephone number 
was obtained by the Minneapolis Division from a notebook located 
in the course of the investigation of the Rapid City Welfare 
Rights Group. This group operated out of the Scott Mallow Commu- 
nity Hall, Rapid City, South Dakota, which had been used as a ft 
strategy area and starting point of a supply route for moving 
persons and supplies in and out of Wounded Knee. 

A check of NYO indices reflected that the subject 
appears to be identical with New York closed file 92-369^, Bufile 
92-8269, captioned, "POSSIBLE HOODLUM INFLUENCE IN THE ATLANTIC 
AND PACIFIC TEA. COMPANY." The case file noted that numerous acts, 
consisting of fire bombings and damage to store windows, were 
suffered by the A&P Tea Company as a result of the United Farm 
Workers Union (UFW) Union receiving nationwide popularity and 
support from local political members. 

The UFW office is located at 182 21st Street, Brooklyn, 
Hew York, with branch offices located in Manhattan, Bronx and 
Nassau County. 

New York pending file 100-169939, Bufile 100-^59771, 
captioned, "PEOPLE'S COALITION FOR PEACE AND JUSTICE (PCPJ)," 
indicated that the UFW attended a PCPJ meeting and had asked 
the PCPJ to endorse their lettuce boycott in the New York area .

On October 4, 1974, an article appeared In the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch , which Is a dally newspaper with 
general interest, indicating that two sen were jailed in 
St. Louis at their own request after being arrested In a 
protest at the Target Store at 8020 Olive Street Road, St. 
Louis County, Missouri. The two ien were arrested on charges 
of trespassing and were held overnight at the University City, 
Missouri, Jail. 

These men were part of a group of about 40 supporters 
of the United Farn Workers (UFW) who had been passing out leaf- 
lets at the Target Store and urging shoppers to refrain from 
buying certain brands of grapes, lettuce, and wine. 

The arrests were Made at the University City Police 
Station after the protest had ended. The group of protesters 
had marched to the police station to ask why they had been 
photographed while talking to cus toners in the Target Store. 

Police said members were photographed after they re- 
fused to identify themselves after attempts to question them 
at the store. 

Richard Cook, director of the protest and boycott, 
■aid that the same group bad been picketing and passing out 
leaflets at various shopping centers and businesses throughout 
the city and county without incident, and that the above ar- 
rests were the first of their kind.

Captain Italoh T^ckes of the University City Police 
Department was quotecl as saying that the store managers had 
complained that the protesters were disturbing shoppers. 

After the protesters who chose to depart were re- 
leased by the police department, the group was disbanded. 
Six members of the group were ordered to appear in court in 
University City on October 16, 1974, where, the article indi- 
cates, they could be fined up to $100. 

The UFW, according to the paper, are charging that 
a contract signed by growers with the rival Teamsters Union 
is unfair. Their cause, led by Cesar Chavez, a farm labor 
leader in California, has attracted the support of many clergy- 
men, according to this article. 

On October 8, 1974, Reverend Richard Cook advised 
the St, Louis Police Department that the St. Louis Chapter 
of the UFW would stage a demonstration at the Federal Court 
House in St. Louis from 12:00 noon on October 10, 1974, until 
12:00 noon, October 11, 1974. He stated that the demonstration 
might include a sit-in, and that the purpose of the demonstra- 
tion was to protest against U. S. District Oaurt Judge James 
H. Meredith. The reason for protesting against Judge Meredith 
was apparently for the purpose of objecting to his failure to 
act immediately on a complaint filed by them alleging that the 
University City, Missouri Police Department had violated their 
rights under the first and fourteenth amendments to the U. S. 
Constitution. 

The protest and sit-in represents a possible viola- 
tion of Title 18, U. S. Code, Section 1507, which relates to 
interferring with, obstructing, or impeding the administration 
of justice or attempting to influence a Federal Judge.

On October 6, 1974, an article appeared in the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch Indicating that 25 supporters of the 
UFW Union had filed suit challenging University City use of 
its trespassing law to restrict their picketing at the Target 
Store at 8020 Olive Boulevard, St. Louis County, Missouri. 

The article indicates that in a suit filed recently 
in U.S. District Court 25 plaintiffs contended that the U.S. 
Constitution bars University City from threatening arrest or 
trespassing on protesters for discussing their views with 
shoppers "in a peaceful non-disrupting manner". 

The article states that members of the group have 
attempted to express their views to fellow shoppers at the 
store on September 28 and October 3, 1974, but that they were 
"continually harassed" by policeman and officers of this store.

fice of the Clerk of U.S. District Courts, Tt^SuBns is sour i, 
furnished a copy of a complaint filed in U.S. District Court 
at St. Louis, Missouri, on October 4, 1974, under number 74- 
697C (1), which set forth information which UFW alleged was 
in violation of their rights secured by the First *cd Fourteenth 
Amendments to the U.S. Constitution. 

The complaint sets forth in specific detail UFW com- 
plaints regarding actions of the University City Ftolice Depart- 
ment for interf erring with their peaceful demonstration at the 
Target Etore and "bad faith arrests" made by the University 
City Police Department. 

The complaint concluded by praying that the U«S. 
District Court of St. Louis Issue a declaratory judgement 
"that application of such trespass statute to plaintiffs who 
want to be able to discuss their views concerning non-U.F.W. 
grapes and lettuce to other persons in a peaceful non-disrup- 
tive manner in unconstitutional applications of 23-9, University

City Municipal Code and that the court issue temporary re- 
straining order, preliminary injunction, and a permanent 
injunction against the defendants from so enforcing Section 
23-9 of the University City Municipal Code". 

On October 10 and October 11, 1974, observations 
-were made at the site of the proposed demonstration described 
above . At 12:00 P.M. on Thursday, October 10, 1974, between 
13 and 15 people were observed at the U.S. Court and Customs 
Building at 1114 market street. These individuals were ob- 
served to be carrying signs which read, "Support Farm workers 
AFL-CIO, Don't Buy Grapes, Head Lettuce, Wine" and "Honk to 
Show Support". One sign was seen to read, "Boycott Grapes 
and Lettuce". These individuals walked back and forth in 
front of the building and stood around on the corners adjacent 
to Market Street. At no tiwe was the U.S. Court and Customs 
Building entered by the demonstrators, and they took no action 
at anytime which could be considered disobedient or destruc- 
tive. No arrests were made, and no injuries resulted from 
the demonstration. Leaflets were passed out describing their 
belief that they have been denied a fair hearing in court 
which they claimed was the result of Judge Meredith's refusing 
to grant the hearing in the matter of the complaint previously 
filed by tbem. One of the leaflets read on its face, "We are 
standing up for justice in the fields; won't you stand up 
for justice in your supermarket? Support United Farm Workers... 
Don't buy grapes, head lettuce, or gallo wines. Non-violence 
is our strength". 

On October 11, 1974, an article appeared in the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch which indicated that supporters of 
the ufw entered a day-long vigil and fast in front of the 
U.S. District Court House in St. Louis, Richard B. Teltelman, 
attorney for the protesters, said that U.S. District Court Judge 
James Meredith had refused to schedule an immediate hearing in 
the case on the grounds that such a bearing would not be proper 
while criminal cases In the matter were pending.

We would like to bring to your attention some disturbing events which have 
taken place near Pecos, Texas in the last three days. We request tiny as- 
sistance you can render to stop the violation of farm workers' rights that 
is going on there now. 



On Wednesday, July 23 United Farm Workers organizers and supporters began

peacefully on a public road, trying to inform field workers of the benefits 
of unionization, when they were arrested. More than thirty people were 
jailed, including three women and eight children. They were charged with 
criminal trespass despite the fact that the county surveyor and some of the 
growers in the area admit the road where picketing took place is public. 
A law student intern was arrested later that day when she went to the 
Reeves County jail to inquire about the charges. 

The children, ranging in age from twelve to fifteen, were held for five 
hours in the adult section of the jail before bail could be raised. Nine- 
teen men were forced to remain in jail for two days because no local bonds- 
men would agree to bond them. During that time the prisoners were denied 
breakfast in apparent retaliation for their having shouted slogans in 
support of a field workers' strike. 

On Friday, July 25 , a picket line was set up on a public road near melon 
fields in neighboring Pecos County. The picketers were accompanied by an 
attorney and several low students who hoped by their presence to prevent 
further arrests. Moments after picketing began all of the UFW supporters 
on the road, including the lawyer and law students, were arrested. They 
were given no warning or opportunity to leave to avoid arrest. Fifteen 
people are again charged with trespass, although their brief activity took 
place on a public road. 

The actions of the Pecos and Reeves County sheriffs are clear 5' illegal. 
The sheriffs are using their powers as law officers to stop legitimate la- 
bor organizing activities and to interfere with the farm workers' Firsts

Amendment rights. They must be called to account for their lawlessness be« 
fore they succeed in crushing all UFW organizing efforts by their intimi- 
dating tactics. 

We believe that national attention must }e focussed on the develop- 
ments in Pecos and national pressure must be brru^ht to bear on Sheriff 
A.B. Nail of Reeves County and Sheriff C.S. Ten Zyclt of Pecos County so 
that the law might be observed. We ask your help in achieving these two 
objectives.

"On July 25, 1975, I was in Pecos, Texas, in 
connection with United Farm Workers (U.F.W. ) organi- 
zing activities* Our headquarters were in Pecos, 
Texas, and we had been sleeping at a convent of the 
Catholic Church in Pecos, 

On July 25, 1975, we got up at about 5:00 AM 
and about thirteen of us met at our headquarters. 
One group of organizers left with Mr. Orendain, and 
I went with the group being led by Mr. Armando 
Acosta. 

"Our group drove into Pecos County, Texas, and 
went to a melon field, located on a dirt road in 
icps County, to talk to some workers. 




"We arrived at our location and were there about 
ten minutes when two patrol cars of the Sheriff ' c 
Office arrived. The Chief Deputy of the Sheriff's 
Office arrived and talked to Mr. Jin Douglas, an 
attorney with our group. We were then told by Mr. 
Douglas and the Chief Deputy to get into the patrol 
car. I was not told that I was under arrest. This 
occurred at approximately 7:00 AM. 

"We were then taken to the County Courthouse 
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"In Fort Stockton, Texas. Prior to arriving in Fort 
Stockton, we transferred to the car of the Sheriff, 

"Upon arrival at the courthouse, we were pro- 
cessed. X was told that I was charged with criminal 
trespass. The Sheriff read us our rights in English 
as a group. We all wrote statements and gave them to 
the Sheriff. We remained in a group all the time. 

"Some of the people did not understand English 
and the Sheriff refused to give them their rights 
in Spanish* He said he did not know Spanish, and 
they would have to wait until a Spanish speaker arrived, 
The Sheriff said that somebody in the group who was 
bi -lingual should tell the Spanish speakers what their 
rights were. 

"I assumed I was under arrest when I was told 
to get into the patrol car that morning, but was 
not formally advised until I was charged at the 
courthouse. I was not told by any of the deputies 
that I was trespassing. 

"When the Sheriff was asked at the courthouse 
why the group had not been advised that they were 
trespassing, he said something to the effect, ( How 
can you advise a group?' 

"After processing at the courthouse, we were 
transferred to the city jail. The jail was very cold, 
and the blankets were still damp from having been 
recently washed. 

"We began singing songs, and the Sheriff and 
deputies said we -were behaving like animals. 

"The officers used profane language in our 
presence, but it was not directed towards me personally. 

"Benigno Pena and Paula Cruz were both pushed 
by deputies. Roger Manne, who had the videotape 
equipment, was pushed by a deputy and his equipment 
was taken. 

"One of the arresting deputies grabbed at my 
flag, at the arrest site, but I put it back in the 
car. 
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"Prior to being arrested, Armando Acosta, 
Benigno Pena, and Paula Cruz told us that we would 
be on public property. Acosta and Cruz had talfcea 
to officials in both counties to ensure that the 
U.F.W. would not violate any trespass laws. 

"I have read the above statement, consisting 
of this and three other pages and It is true and 
correct to the best of my Knowledge.

"I, Jose Henry Salazar, residing at P. O. 
Box 1493, San Jua n, Texas , having been advised 
by Special Agent fl ff Federal Bureau 

of Investigation, that any statement made by me 
can be used in court, do hereby make the following 
free and voluntary statement: 




"On July 23, 1975, the U^F-W^ was conducted 
organiz ing picketing in Reeves" County, Texas, On 
the morning of July 23, 1975, I was with a group of 
UjF^W^ pickets, picketing an onion field several 
miles south of the town of Pecos, Texas. We had 
about thirty people when we arrived. About seventy 
field workers Joined us. 

■We then formed a second group of about thirty 
people and then proceeded East on the gravel road 
on which we picketed the first field. We drove to 
a cantaloupe field, about three miles east of the 
onion field and then began to talk with the laborers 
in the field. We stayed on the road and the workers 
came out to talk to us. 

"I was with -the group of strikers at the 
cantaloupe field. 

"We had been at the cantaloupe field for 
approximately two hours when a fanner drove up in 
a white pick-up truck and talked to Benigno Pena 

«nd afiked what wo vrere doing f.Hprp. The farmer 

left after a short time. 
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"A short wile later , a Reeves County Deputy 
Sheriff, named Jenkins, drove up in a partrol car 
and said that he thought we were on private land. 
He said that it might be a good idea to leave until 
it was determined whether the land was public or 
private. We asked to show him a map which would 
indicate that we were on public land, but we found 
that we had left the map with the original group 
at the onion field. 

"Paula Cruz was then sent to bring the map to 

him. 

"While Paula Cruzwis gone, another deputy, 
name unrecalled «- possibly Ingram s, drove up. He 
said we were on private property and should leave. 

"We told this deputy what we were doing and 
that we could produce a map showing that we were on 
public land. 

"The deputy then said that if we did not leave 
in ten seconds, we would be arrested. He then 
began counting. He finished counting and said we 
were all under arrest. There were twenty-seven of 
us, consisting of three women, eight or nine 
children, and the rest were men. About ten or 
fifteen of the people who were arrested were people 
who had been working in the cantaloupe field. 

"During the two hours that we had been at the 
field, there had .been some movement of people 
between the two picketing locations. 

••The Cwo deputies made all twnty-seven people 
get in a pick-up truck belonging tooie of the strikers 
and we then started to drive to the Sheriff's Office 
in Pecos, Texas. The truck was running badly, and 
a short while later, about ten miles north of the 
picketing area, we were met by Sheriff A. B. Nail in 
a pick-up truck. Be took about ten people in his 
truck. Another deputy, Orquides, drove up in a squad 
car, and took about four people in his car. 
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"We drove to the Reeves County Courthouse and 
were booked into the Jail at approximately lit 30 AM 
on July 23, 1975. The charges were criminal tres- 
pass. Bond was set at $400.00 for each person. 
After booking, we were taken into the cell block. 
The men, women, and children were separated into 
groups . 

"Whan wa were put into the cells the men began 
shouting, 'Hue 1 gal ' and slogans and chants. Sheriff 
Nail came back into the cell -block and said, 'You 
can yell all day and all night, but you won't get 
fed all day and all night, either.* We were fed 
supper on the evening of July 23. 

"We shouted and sang all night long after 
supper, and did not get breakfast on the morning of 
July 24, 1975. We were fed lunch on July 24, 1975. 

"None of us were mistreated in any way. Benigno 
Pena and an old man refused to sign an Arrest Informa- 
tion Form and were placed in a cell together, but 
separate from the other prisoners. 

"We were all released on bond at approximately 
5:00 pn on July 24, 1975. Mr. Warren Burnett made 
bond for all of the men with the exception of one 
man who was bonded out by the Presbyterian Church 
in Pecos. The Odessa-Woodland Chamber of Commerce 
bonded out the women. The children had been released 
earlier into the custody of a Priest in Pecos. 

"Prior to the picketing activities, the t^ivw^ 
had held a aeries' of meetings to plot strategy and~ 
to make sure that all picketing would be done on 
public property. We had maps and knew which roads 
were public and which were note. So far as I was 
concerned, we were on public property during all of 
our picketing activities.

-On July 23, 1975, I was picketing with the 
United Farm Workers (UFW) at the Duncan Farms near 
Saragosa, Reeves County, Texas. We were picketing 
the onion fields at Duncan Farms and all of the 
pickers joined the strike. 

"I and some other organizers then drove east 
for about three miles on a blacktop road and found 




acme workers harvesting melons, 
pickers joined the strike.

"We were there about a 1/2 hour or 45 minutes 
when a Deputy Sheriff drove up and told us we were 
on a private road. We disagreed with him because 
we had a county map from the Texas Highway Depart- 
ment which showed that we were on a public road. 

About five or ten minutes later, the Chief 
Deputy drove up. He told us to leave and gave us 
ten seconds to do so. It was not possible for us 
to even load up the people in ten seconds. We were 
all then placed under arrest by the Chief Deputy who 
told everybody to get into my truck, a 1964 Chevrolet 
1/2 ton pick-up truck. There were four organizers 
and 23 workers, including seven children, under arrest 
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"The Chief Deputy then left for Pecos. We 
proceeded north to a point about 10 or 15 miles south 
of Pecos Where we were met by the Chief Deputy in 
a pick-up truck , and he took about 10 people from 
my true*. Two U. S. Border Patrol cars and two 
deputies cars escorted us. 

•Upon arrival at the courthouse, the Chief 
Deputy used rough language towards us and herded 
us around during the processing. 

"After processing we were placed in the cells. 
One of the little girls was placed with some of the 
men in a cell. Her father was in the cell. The 
deputies removed her from that cell and placed her 
with the other children. 

"We arrived at the courthouse at about 11:30 AM 
but were not fed lunch because the Chief Deputy 
said we were yelling too much. 

"We were fed supper. We were not fed break- 
fast on July 24, 1975, because the Chief Deputy 
said we had yelled too much during the night. We 
were fed lunch on July 24, 1975. 

"We were never advised of our rights, even 
during the time we were arraigned. 

"Benny Pena and I were singled out to fill out 
the personal background sheets. We refused to fill 
them out at first, but did so after talking to our 
attorney, Jim Harrington. Nobody else was required 
to completely fill out the forms. 

"We were released at about 5:00 pn, on July 
24, 1975, on $400 bond each. I feel that the bond 
was excessive. 

"The children had been kept in jail for about 
three hours on the first day, and were released to 
the Catholic Priest, Father Jose Valadez, Pecos, 
Texas, pending release of their parents. 
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•Ho one was physically abused by the arresting 
officers, but I feel that I was wrongfully arrested 
and falsely accused of criminal trespass because I 
was on a public road at the time I was arrested.

On the morning of July 25, 1975, I was in 
Pecos County, Texas, in connection with picketing 
activities being conducted by the United Farm 
Workers (U.F.W.) organization. 

"There were several individuals from the UFW 
and myself included in a group that was to picket 
fields located off the main highway between Cayanosa 
and Fort Stockton, Texas. 

"My purpose in being with the U.F.W. group was 
to minimize confrontations between picketers and law 
enforcement personnel and to insure that the 
picketers were aware of what the law was pertaining 
to the conduct of their picketing and that the law 
enforcement personnel enforced the law with fairness 
and without undue force. 

"After leaving the main road, wc drove along 
a farm road, which was maintained by the county 
according to the 'map we had obtained from the 
county. As we drove along, I noticed some 'No 
Trespassing* signs staped to some power poles along- 
side the road and facing the road. These, to me, 
indicated that the fields, which bordered the road, 
were posted. There were no signs indicating to me 
that the road was private. 
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"When we came to the area we had planned to 
picket, Pecos County Sheriff's Deputy Paul (Last 
Name Unknown) , was sitting in a car parked at the 
side of the road. It was light , but not yet sun- 
rise • We parked about 50 yards in front of the 
deputy, and proceeded with the picketing activities. 

"After two minutes or so, we got back into the 
cars and proceeded further along the road to another 
field and parked* Shortly after we had stopped, 
three Pecos County Sheriff's Office Cars arrived 
i with their red lights flashing, and parked across 

J the road from us, Dave Bill, the Chief Deputy, I 

J believe, got out and told us all to get into the 

J deputies' cars, that we were under arrest.

^ "I went over to remonstrate with Deputy Hill 

t to let him know that we thought we were on public 

wm land, end if we were not, we were at least entitled 

to a warning so that we could leave, according to 

Texas statutes, 

"Deputy Hill told me that he did not care who 
I was, to shut up and get in the car- 

"Thirteen of us picketers were placed into two 
squad cars and were driven at high speeds, occasion- 
% ally as high as 75 miles per hours, to Fort Stockton, 

•' Texas, the county seat of Pecos County. We were all 

;' charged with criminal trespass and released on the 

; maximum bond #00.00 for each person). We were held 

one day in the city Jail because the county jail was 
• being repaired. ^ 

"It appeared to me that the picketeres were not 
arrested in accordance with Texas statutes. We 
were not given any warning by the deputies that we 
were possibly trespassing on private property, there 
were no eigns indicating that we were on private 
property, and we were not given any chance to leave 
the property before being placed under arrest* 

"It is my personal contention that the maximum 
bonds were placed on the strikers in an effort to 
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•break the strike. In effect, the maximum bonds did 
cause the U.F.W. to curtail some of its picketing 
activities, because the source of bond money had 
already posted approximately $14,000 in bonds and 
hesitated to post any more beyond that amount, 

"At no time did the deputies or arresting 
officers cause us any physical l»rm, but I personally 
believe that the arrests were not valid under Texas 
law. At no time did we enter any fields. We remained 
on the road or the shoulder of the road at all times.

"I, Antonio Orendain, residing at Rt. 1, Box 
149-B, Alamo, Texas, which is also the headquarters 
for the United Farm Workers ( U.r.W.), Alamo, havi ng 
been advised by Special Agent M ff 

Federal Bureau of Investigatior^tna^an^^tatement 
made by me can be used in court, do hereby make the 
following free and voluntary statements 

"On July 23 , 1975, I was in Pecos, Reeves 
County, Texas, in connection with organizing activi- 
ties by the TJ.F.W. The TJ.F.W. had been conducting 
union organizing activities in the Pecos, Texas, area, 
since the last week of June, 1975 • 

"On the morning of July 23, 1975, the organizers 
assembled at approximately 7:30 AM, at 1003 East 3rd 
Street, Pecos, which was the address used as our 
headquarters. There were about ten or fifteen of us 
who met and then proceeded to a location twenty or 
thirty miles south of Pecos. We drove to an onion 
field located at the intersection of Farm Road 244B 
and an unnumbered road. No Sheriff's Office vehicles 
were present when we arrived at the fields. We then 
began our picketing activities. 

"Three of our organizers then proceeded due East 
on the same road for about three miles to a cantaloupe 
field. 

"Simetime later we were notified that some workers 
in the cantaloupe field were Joining the strike. I 
drove over to the cantaloupe field in the U.F.W. van 
and brought fifteen or twenty people back to the 
onion ftflfl. • „ 
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"I then told Armando Acosta that we would have 
to go get our bus which was in Pecos. 

"After we got the bus, and were returning to 
the picketing area, we observed a Sheriff's Office 
car and the pickup truck of Mr* Jesus Luna pro- 
ceeding north on the main highway, about ten miles 
north of the picketing area, Mr. Luna's truck was 
filled with people who appeared to be farm workers. 

"We proceeded on to the picketing area. At 
the onion field, all of the workers had Joined in 
the strike. No one had been disturbed at this 
location by deputies of the Sheriff's Office on other 
law enforcement officers. 

"I then sent two law students to Pecos to 
determine what had happened. I told everybody else 
to go on home. 

"On the way back to Pecos, I was stopped by a 
Highway Patrol Officer, Texas Department of Public 
Safety, who checked my van. Everything in the van 
and my driver's license was all right, with the 
exception of the left high beam headlight which did 
not work. I was cited *° r the headlight at approxi- 
mately 11 i 30 AM. 

"While the ticket was being written, a man, 
apparently a farmer, stopped and asked who spoke 
English. I said that I did. The farmer then said, 
•If you don't leave town, we'll kill you.' I called 
this to the attention of the Highway Patrol Officer 
who told me that .the COUHty Sheriff handled problems 
of that nature, not the Highway Patrol. He also 
told me that the farmer had a right to freedom of 
speech. 

"After being cited, I drove on back to our 
headquarters. 

"Some reporters told us that on their police 
monitors they had overheard several conversations 
between officers which in essence, indicated that 
the officers which, in essence, indicated that the 
officers wanted to 'get Orendain. ' 
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'I told all of my organizers to respect private 
property lines and to obey all instructions Issued 
by law enforcement officers. 

"I was not present when the strikers were 
arrested on July 23, 1975, in Reeves County, and I 
therefore do not know exactly what happened to cause 
the arrests. 

"On July 25, 1975, we moved our strike and organiz- 
ing activities to Pecos County, Texas, which adjoins 
Reeves County on the Southeast. We met at the head- 
quarters early and then drove from Pecos, Texas, on 
Highway 1450 to an area four or five miles South of 
the town of Cavernosa, Texas, There were about 
fifteen or twenty of us who left from the headquarters 

"One group of organizers dropped off early to 
go to one field, and I continued on with the rest of 
the organizers to a point a few miles north of Fort 
Stockton, Texas. We were going to picket a melon 
field located alongside the main highway. When we 
arrived at the field, two cars from the Pecos County 
Sheriff's Office were already there. 

"Shortly after our arrival, two other Sheriff's 
Office cars came by and all four cars then proceeded 
north on the highway. 

"Some time later, two or three Sheriff's Office 
and state cars returned, going south on the highway. 
The organizers from the first group were in the cars. 
I later learned that the first group had been arrested 
for trespassing. * 

"On July 24, 1975, another one of our organizers, 
Francisca Castillo Calderon had been arrested by the 
Pecos County Sheriff's Office, at the location at 
which I was picketing on July 25, 1975. 

"Again I was not present when the organizers 
were arrested on July 25, 1975, and cannot say what 
led to their arrest.

2. On Friday, July 25, 1975, I went with approximately 14 other supporters 
of the United Farm Sbrkers (farmworkers, organ izers, and legal personnel) 
and numbers of the press to melon fields in Pecos County for the purpose 

of persuading farmworkers to join a strike for better working conditions and 
collective bargaining agreements, t'e turned off Highway 1776 onto a fairly 
wide, ravel topped dirt road about 7 a.m. «te proceeded down the road about 
a mile, stopped, and for about three or four minutes half of the group stood 
on the sice of the road and tried to persuade several truckloads of farm worker 
leaving for the fields not to go to work. 

3. £e proceeded down the road again for about half a mile and stopped where 
the sc.T.e workers nere gettting off the trucks and beginning to pick melons. 

4. I did not see a single sign anywhere on this dirt road indicating that it 
was private property or that we were trespassing. I assumed ii was a publb 
roid for that very reason^ and because the road appeared to be well maintai nod 
and wall travelled. 

5. Our cars were parked off the road on the strip of land approximately 
eight feet wide between the road and the irrigation canal that bordered 
the melon fields. 3e stood on that same strip of land with our United Form 
Worker flags and talked to the farm workers starting to work in the fields.

I was required to fill out a Eeeves County Arrest Form 

which asked information, such as service in armed forces, 

schools attended, and names of immediate family members, 

which I consider to be private ar.d irrelevant to an arrest. 

Two men with me, Jesus Luna and Eenigno Pena, were isolated 

in a separate cell because they refused to fill out these 

forms. 
A deputy, whose name I did not know then and do not 
know row, was asked why we were denied breakfast. He

About halfway to Pecos another Deputy Sheriff drove 
up in a pickup truck and put seme of the workers into his 
truck. They then drove on to Pecos, Texas, where everybody 
arrested was booked, fingerprinted and photographed. They 
were then placed into a cell and everybody began shouting. 
A J>eputy Sheriff told them that if they kept shouting they 
would not get any food. 

The TJFW representatives kept on shouting, the 
workers did not because they had been working all morning 
and had not had lunch, and were hungry. Because of the 
shouting by the UFW representatives, the prisoners did not 
get supper. They did get breakfast the next morning at 
which point the UFW representatives began shouting some more. 
A deputy came in and told everybody to be quiet or they 
would get no lunch. Everybody quieted down, but no lunch 
was served. 

Everybody was bonded out at approximately 5:30 p.m. 
The bond was made by an attorney, name unknown, who works for 
the UFW. 

• p stated that the men were placed in one 
cell, the women were placed in another cell and the children 
were placed in yet another cell. The children were released 
to the custody of the local priest in Pecos, Texas, at about 
2:00 or 3:00 p.m. on the day that everybody was arrested. 
His younger sister, 12 years old, was also arrested and she 
was released to the custody of the priest. 

_^^^^^^^ stated that at no time was he personally 
physically^PS?5cr~Dy any of the deputies, nor did he see any- 
one else abused. 

He stated that he originally went to the fields to 
work, and when he Joined the strike he did so believing 
that he would be on public land inasmuch as the road appeared 
to be a public road. He stated that he does not personally 
have any knowledge regarding any efforts made by any member 
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of the UFW organisation to determine whether or not the 
road was public or private.

The United l"arm Workers Organizing Committee is conducting a strike 
at several grape ranches located in the general area vest of Phoenix, 
Arizona. The strike began on June 17, 1969 and vill probably continue 
until the grape harvest is finished. The purpose of this letter is to 
relate some of the actions of the Karicopa County Sheriff's Department 
during the strike and to request an investigation of this conduct. 

While there has been no major single incident involving aisconduct 
ly the Sheriff's Department there has been a constant occurrence of 
small incidents which when viewed in their entirety establish a clear 
pattern of harassment of the strikers, organizers and pickets. This 
harassment by the Sheriff's Department infringes upon the civil liberties 
of those involved and represents a clear attempt by the police to inti- 
midate all the farm workers, both actual union members and potential 
union members. 

Some of the incidents which have occurred will now be described: 

1, A Deputy Sheriff stood by idly while a ranch foreman "roughed -*ip" ----- 
a priest who works with the tarn -workers, The priest*has his strike 
buttons torn off his shirty liis hat taken off, filled with crapes 
and run over by a tractor. The Deputy's explanation for refusing to 
act was that his department was "neutral" in this labor dispute. The 
priest was told that if he wanted to take action "he would have to 
proceed on his own;, and after he did file a complaint, the Sheriff's 
Department tried to persuade him to withdraw it. On another occasion 
when a foreman ripped a picket uic^ out of the hands of one of the * 
pickets, a Deputy stood by idly, 

2, A union member who \;ent to "work on a ranch one morning was followed 
into the fields by a Deputy who then told the foreman that the wan 
was a union member and had been picketing. The Deputy. then „denanded 
the man's identification, ^Although he had done nothing wrort£>^and 
interrogated him for no apparent reason, "■ - 
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3. Under the guise of directing traffic the police x/aved the earn of 
workers into the fields of one of the struck ranches therby pre- 
venting the pickets fron talking to the workers in order to per- 
suade the latter to Join the Gtrike, 

4. The union members are constantly followed by the Sheriff's Department 
when they drive their cars anywhere and are constantly stopped by 
the deputies for no apparent reason or for ninor traffic offenses 
vhich are tenuous at best. The union members are then required to 
show identification and answer questions. The police also sit in 
their cars outside the union offices during meetings and on other 
occasions. 



5. After work one day a car load of union members was following a bus 
full of workers to talk to them about joining the union after the 
bus stepped, After following for a short distance the police got 
one car in front of the union members and one car behind them and 
then pulled then over. The police then requested all the union 
members to come down to the station where they were required to 
show identification and submit to interrogation, Again this action 
by the police was for no apparent reason and no one was charged. 
The obvious effect, of course, of the police action was to separate 
the union members from the bus and to prevent the union members from 
talking to workers in the bus when it reached its destination, 

6. Several farm workers have been fired for signing union authorization 
cards which is a violation of Arizona law. The police, after investi- 
gating, admitted clear violations had occurred, but refused to proceed 
with any prosecution on the grounds that they were "neutral" in this 
labor dispute, 

7. A Deputy went into the fields, obtained- some grapes and caste back 
to the picket line and ate them telling the pickets how good they 
tasted, virtually taunting the pickets. Although this act is of 
course not itself illegal it is very symbolic in this dispute and 
becomes quite meaningful in the context of the other acts, 

8. A Deputy went up to some pickets on country dirt road and told them 
they had to walk twenty feet apart. When a picket responded that the 
lav.* provided only that they not obstruct traffic, the deputy replied 
that the twenty foot rule was his "law" and if they "wanted to get 
along with him they should obey his "law." On another occasion a 
Deputy told the pickets that -they were not a union and therefor* had 
no right to picket* 

9» During the picketing one. day, two Deputy Sheriffs each placed their i 
cars at opposite one's of the picket line and drove slowly toward 
one another squeezing the pickets together until the pickets were 
finally forced to move to another location. Some of the pickets claia _.. 
that they ware actually physically pushed by the Deputies* cars, -One ■— 
woman became sufficiently frightened that she needed to be helped away - 
from the scene. 
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The above described incidents comprise only a partial listing of the 
abusive acts of the Sheriff's Department, We are now in the process of 
compiling a more comprehensive and specific list of incidents involving 
police misconduct, The purpose of sending this letter in advance of the 
completion of our more detailed report is to obtain an investigation of 
these activities hy the responsible governmental authorities as soon- as 
possible. Since the harvest will be completed vithin a few weeks it Is 
important that the action of the Sheriff 'o Department be investigated 
as qucikly as possible, 

r 

We feel that the above described incidents as well as others clearly 
establish that the Sheriff's Department has not acted with neutrality in 
this dispute and has in fact been partial to the growers, Moreover the 
conduct when viewed in its entirety establishes a clear pattern of har- 
assment and intimidation of farm workers who are attempting to exercise 
their constitutional rights of freedom of; speech and freedom of speech 
and freedom of assembly. There are also racial overtones since virtually 
all the farm workers are Mexican-American, Of course, another undesirable 
effect of the conduct by the Sheriff 3 Department is to undermine respect 
for the normal processes of government and to destroy any belief that 
people of all races, whether rich or poor, in fact receive equal justice 
under law in this country. 

We urge that your agency as a responsible governmental authority 
investigate this matter and we feel that we are entitled to a speedy 
response to our complaints. We feel that this is really a very simple 

and appropriate request, r *

Par from help- 
ing impoverished farm workers, the boycott drive is 
aimed itt helping a handful of agitators who do. not 
represent the workers at all. 

The point is made clear in a Farm flurcau pamphlet, 
"The Truth About the Grape Boycott," which shows 
that in 3D67 the "United Farm Workers" organization 
cf Cesar Chavez had 1,973 dues paying members out of_ 
some '170,000 farm workers and 60,000-plus grape work- 
ers in California. 

''Thus/' the Farm Bureau notes, "the union repre- 
sents 3.2 per cent of all farm workers, and no more 
than 3 per cent of all crape workers." * :• 

The grape- boy cot t campaign is taking place precisely 
because of this weakness of the United Farm Yi'orkcrs 
in obtaining membership. Unable to get workers to join 
up voluntarily, Chavez' union is trying to force con- 
tacts on growers which would require union member- 
ship of their employes. 

By this method the union can come up with a large 
coerced membership it cannot get through freedom of 
choice. 

As columnist James Jackson Kilpatrick reported: 
"Out in the fields, the workers speak of the Chavez 
union with fear and contempt. They tell of threatening 
telephone calls at night, of repeated acts of vandalism 
and intimidation. They arc fearful that the beleaguered 
-growers', anxious to end the nationwide boycott, jnay 
yet sell them like so many heads of lettuce to the 
IJFWOC, which thereafter would control when and 
where" they worked." * 

That is what the boycott is about— a side of the pic- 
ture which somehow does not get mentioned by the 
liberal luminaries who appear on (hose TV talk shows, 
speaking in reverential tones of the wonderful Cesar 
Chavez and the great struggle in which he and his 
union are engaged. '"" " : " 

In this area, Safeway' stores arc the. principal target. 
Their crime, apparently, is that they allow customers 
the right to determine whether they will buy grapes. 
And if there is one thing the grape. boycottcrs cannot 
tolerate, it is the right of the individual to make up his 
own mind.

The cars of the strikers were parked along the side of a dirt county road 
♦fhere we had been picketing. They were all facing in the sdme direction. 
When we decided to wove to another field I stationed myself at the head of 
the chain of cars and began directing them to all turn off onto the side 
of the road where there was a kind of cul-de-sac sc that they could all 
turn around with as little cor: x jsion and danger as possible. Gustavo 
Gutierrez was standing about in the middle of the cul-de-sac also directing 
traffic. At no time did any officer apptoach me and tell me that I was 
violating any law by standing 1n the road directing our cars. Shortly 1 
heard Gus yell to me but I could not hear what he was saying. It. Lane 
-was with him. He yelled again end again I couldn't hear him so I started 
to walk toward him to see what I wanted. When I was about half way to 
him Lt. lane stopped me and told me I was under arrest. That was the first 
time I had been told that I could possibly have been -violating any laws. As 
1t was Lt. Lane had told Gus that I shouldn't have been there and that 
was why Gus yelled at me, but I never had a chance to find out what he 
wanted. 1 was then handcuffed and placed under arrest. 

Note: At KeVs trial Dept. ftobt Case Star, the arresting officer, "testified 
that Huey was attempting to stop traffic, was an extreme traffic hazard, 
and had been warned several times to get out of the road. He also tes= 
tified that he was blodcking traffic at the time he was apprehended. How- 
ever it was an out of the way dirt road and the only cars In the vicinity 
were those of the picketers and the sheriffs' vehicles. V

Even though in three solid weeks of picketing there have been no arrests 
except for the first day when two men were arrested for supposedly blocking 
traffic (see above acount of Mel Huey) the shefiffs have brought out their 
paddy wagone just about every day. Often they back it up right next to the 
picket line and open the door. .Other time they park it directly across the 
Street from the picketers or drive it slowly back and forth past ihe 
picket line.

States Assistant Attorney General in Charge of the Civil Rights 
Division to request an investigation along the lines of previous 
FBI Civil Rights investigations of attempts to kill and the 
killing of persons prominent in Civil Rights activities. The 
feeling of the group is that local authorities in California are 
too closely tied politically to the Delano farmers to conduct 
a thorough investigation of the alleged plot to kill Chavez. 
They feel that Chavez has become an international spokesman 
for minority groups and a before the fact investigatiou would 
be better than an after the fact attempt to identify the murderers 

Schlossberg feels that the FBI is the only agency 
capable of handling this investigation and that jurisdiction 
is available under Title 18, United States Code, Section 241. 
-He also indicated that ATFD is in possession of evidence which, 
if not handled properly, would be detrimental to this case. 

Cohen was advised in December, 1971, by ATFD that 
their case is closed in this matter and the group feels this 
matter was mishandled by ATFD and the local authorities. 

Cohen furnished the attached copies of an ATFD 
voucher and check showing a $500 payment to Shears for M informa- 
tion and evidence necessary to identify Richard Pedigo and those 
persons who are providing Pedigo the funds to arrange the arson 
and murder of Caesar Chavez."

Agent disclosed Shears identity as an informant in the Pedigo 
matter after Shear had been promised by ATFD that this would 
not be done. 

Schlossberg advised that the UAW,as well as UFW, has 
offered a $10,000 reward for information leading to the 
conviction of those involved in the alleged conspiracy. 

Shears has in his possession, in California, numerous 
tape recordings of conversations between himself and others 
involved. Cohen is having transcripts of these recordings 
made. 

Since Shears identity as an informant has been made 

public knowledge, he is fearful of being harmed. He recently 

found five sticks of dynamite wired under the dashboard of 
his automobile.

At the 
request of CRD, Department, we are conducting a limited investigation. 
CRD requested we obtain tapes and other material in possession of one 
Jerry Cohen, Chief Counsel, United Farm Workers (UFW) of which 
Chavez is the leader. Tapes and materials obtained by our Sacramento 
Office and have been furnished to CRD for their review. Only one copy 
of ten cassette tapes available and pursuant to CRD, they were furnished 
directly to CRD along with 374 pages of typed and written material. Tapes 
and written material obtained from Jacques Levy, a free-lance writer who 
interviewed one Larry Shears, the original source of the plot against 
Chavez. Levy's interview with Shears was taped and later partially 
transcribed on 374 pages. Based on Levy's interview with Shears, various 

officials of United Auto Workers (UAW) and UFW contacted our WFO and 

requested an investigation. Results of interviews with these officials 
furnished CRD which subsequently requested a limited investigation, namely, 
to obtain the aforementioned tapes and written materials available in this 
matter. Tapes sent to CRD directly at their request and not reviewed by 
Bureau. Copy of written materials (374 pages) which appear to be a 
transcription of aforementioned tapes was reviewed. The 374 pages basically 
reflect interview that Levy, Cohen and his associates had with Shears, a 
former informant for Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms Division (ATFD), 
U. S. Treasury Department during December, 1971, as a result of Shears 
revelations to a local television station, Delano, California, area during 
August,' 1971. Shears revealed to the TV station that a plot was underway to 
kill Chavez and that ATFD, and local authorities were aware of it but took no 
action. The transcription of the interview of Shears by Le>J included 
conversations Shears taped of individuals he alleged were involved in the plot 
and also his telephonic contact with several agents of ATFD and local and 
state authorities (police). The transcription is a rambling, disjointed account of 
Shears' contact with ATFD and his associates.

fabrication and obviously the result of refusal by ATFD to pay him any additional 
money -unless he could produce additional information of the plot against Chavez.

Th2 374 pages basically 
reflect interview that Levy, Cohen and his associates had with Shears, a 
former informant for Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms Division (ATFD), 
U. S. Treasury Department during December, 1971, as a result of Shears 
revelations to a local television station, Delano, California, area during 
5 August, 1971. Shears revealed to the TV station that a plot was underway to
